Now simoce ths distruoction of the Tips machine shops,I have been investigating
the merits of fire extinguishers.On Sept 21st,I invited the A At of the Ssagraves
Pire Extinguisher Co ,0f Columbus ,0hfo, to dring one three (3)gsllon extinguin-

~her to the plant.I built & large fire out in the open and had the Agent show
me what his apparatus could do .The fire disappeared so quickly that I delieve
the City should loose no time in placing an order for ten (10)three ( 3) gallon
extinguishers ,to de placed as follows :

?wo (2) in the Boiler room.

Four (4) in the Engine room.

™wo (2) in the cellar at the foot of each flight of steps.
All the engine oil 1s kept in the cellar and water would only make the fire
Spreadover the whole cellar,whereas the firs extinguiaber would put it out.

One (l)extinguisher in each work shop as our cosl oil and gasoline tanks are
kept there.Water would be of little valu® on this building.Therefore,l recommend

the purchase of ten(10)of the trree (3) gallon "Sesgraves Model Quick Acying

Fire Extinguishers®,price ten doll ars( $10.00)each
